Mr, Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Midhurst  Rural  District,  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  year  1944,  The  Report  is  the  71st  in  the  series. 

The  restrictions,  on  the  grounds  of  national  security,  previously 
imposed  on  the  publication  of  population  and  other  statistics  in  the  Annual 
Report  have  been  withdrawn,  and  it  is  now  possible  to  give  in  full  the  Vital 
Statistics  for  the  whole  of  the  war  years. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  in  spite  of  over  five  years  of  war, 
there  is  no  apparent  deterioration  in  the  general  health  of  the  community. 

The  live  births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  269,  or  12  less 
than  in  1943.  The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  of  16,47  p&r  1,000  is  0,13,,  less 
than  that  for  the  previous  year  which  was  the  highest  on  record  since  1922. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  numbered  28,  or  approximately  1  in  every  10  of  the 
total  live  births. 

The  doaths  numbered  197,  or  23  less  than  the  previous  year,  giving  a 
death  rate  of  12,06.,  per  1,000  population,  a  decrease  of  0.93.,  on  that  of  1943 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  63.19  per  1,000  live  births,  as 
compared  with  a  rate  of  35,59.,  for  the  district  in  1943,  and  a  general  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  of  46  for  the  present  year.  In  considering  this  high  rate  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  with  the  small  numbers  involved,  an  increase  or 
decrease  of  2  or  3  actual  deaths  causes  a  considerable  variation  in  the  percentage 
and  rate. 


The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  district's  population  at  mid- 
1944  is  16,330,  ‘-Plii s  is  600  less  than  that  for  mid  1943, nand  1,870  more  than  » 

that  for  1933.  Fluctuations  during  the  war  years  are  shown  in  the  table  on 

page  8. 

The  Diphtheris  Immunisation  campaign  has  been  continued  throughout 
the  year,  it  being  estimated  that  at  the  end  of  the  year,-  53, 5$  of  the  children 
under  5  years  of  age,  and  87.5$  of  the  children  aged  5  to  15  years  had  recoived 
a  course  of  protective  inoculations.  Both  these  percentages  show  improvement 
on  those  of  the  previous  year,  but  that  for  the  under  fives  must  bo  considerably 
increased  if  diphtheria  is  to  be  eliminated. 

w  With  the  coming  of  peace  it  is  now  possible  to  remark  upon  some  of  the 

wartime  problems  which  affected  the  district  during  the  war  years.  With  numerous 
Service  personnel  in  t  emp^exy  quarters  serious  problems  of  sanitation  and  water 
supplies  have  had  1:6  -met.  The  district  was  one  of  the  assembly  areas  for  the 
armed  force.*3  ^nich  attacked  the  Continent  ref  Furopo  on  "D"  Day,  For  months 
befoa?©  bhat  day  the  district,  -v.-ac  ©xowdod  with  troops  including  large  contingents 
of  Dominion  and  United  States  forces.  Huge  convoys  of  troops  with  all  manner  of 
equipment  passed  in  endless  streams  to  the  embarkation  ports.  Considerable 
difficulties  were  experienced  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  Isolation  Hospital 
accommodation  for  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurring  amongst  the  troops  until 
arrangements  were  made  for  cases  of  minor  infections  to  bo  treated  at  Service 
Field  Hospitals. 

It  is  indeed  most  satisfactory  to  record  that  all  major  problems  of 
public  health  during  this  difficult  time  wore  surmounted  without  serious  detriment 
to  the  well-being  of  the  community , 
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Turning  to  past-war  problems,  that  of  housing  is  of  paramount 
importance.  A  start  has  boon  mads  with  tho  survey,  as  required  by  the 
Minister  of  Health,  of  all  working  class  houses  in  the  district,  some  1,000 
of  those  having  now  been  inspected  and  recorded.  Plans  for  the  building  of 
new  Council  Cottages  are  in  an  advanced  stage  of  preparation,  several  sites 
have  been  approved  by  the  various  Ministries  concerned,  and  building 
operations  should  commence  in  the  very  near  future. 

Mention  is  made  in  the  body  of  the  report  of  various  schemes  for  the 
extension  of  water  supplies  and  sewerage  facilities  in  several  parts  of  tho 
district  which  are  in  varying  stages  of  preparation.  The  trial  bore  hole 
at  Rogate  in  connection  with  the  Rogate  and  Harting  water  scheme  has  been 
completed,  and  an  abundant  supply  of  wholesome  water  obtained,  Work  on  a 
second  bore  hole  has  been  commenced. 

In  connection  with  the  Tillfqgton  and  Lodsworth  water  scheme,  the 
Minister  of  Health  has  intimated  that  he  is  prepared  to  hold  the  necessary 
Public  Local  Inquiry  in  the  near  future. 

The  general  work  of  the  Department  has  boon  well  maintained  in  spite 
of  the  heavy  additional  duties  including  those  of  Local  Duel  Overseer  which 
have  been  placed  on  tho  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector, 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their . continued  support,  and  to  Mr • T.G. Henry ,  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  his  loyal  co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  year.

Section  1, 

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 
NATHRAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

There  have  been  no  marked  changes  in  the  natural  and  social 
conditions  of  the  district,  apart  from  those  brought  about  by  the 
war  which  affect  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  stapte  industry  of 
the  district  is  agriculture. 

As  in  previous  years  the  district  remained  an  official  reception 
area,  the  number  of  persons  billeted  under  the  Government  Evacuation 
Scheme  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  being  794.  The  intensification 
of  the  aerial  bombardment  of  the  metropolis  and  surrounding  districts 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  year  was  responsible  for  the  evacuation 
of  further  persons  from  the  danger  areas,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
some  842  persons  were  officially  billeted  in  the  Rural  District, 

VITAL  STATISTICS 
Birth's 

After  adjustment  for  inward  and  outward  transferable  births j  a 
not  total  of  269  live  births  (148  males, -121  females)  was  registered 
in  the  District  during  the  year,' 

The  BIRTH  RATS  is  16,47  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared 
with  16,6  for  the  previous  year,  17,6  for  England  and  Wales,  and 
18,52  and  19,51  for  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  West  Sussex. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  numbered  28  or  10,41 $  of  the  total 
live  births,  a  decrease  of  0.62$  on  the  previous  year* 

Stillbirths 

After  adjustment  for  transfers,  9  stillbirths  were  registered 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  4  for  the  previous  year.  This 
figure  gives  a  rate  of  32.37  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths,  and 
0,55  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  14,04  and  0,24 
respectively  in  1945, 

Deaths 

After  correction  for  inward  and  outward  transferable  deaths, 
the  net  total  deaths  registered  in  and  assigned  to  the  District  was 
197  (105  males  and  92  females)  a  decrease  of  23  on  the  total  for  the 
year  1943, 

The  DEATH  RATE  is  12.06  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared 
with  12,99  for  the  previous  year,  11,6  for  England  and  Wales  and  16,62 
and  13,56  for  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  West  Sussex* 
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A  table  on  page  6  shows  the  age  ana  sex  distribution^  and  causes^ 
of  death  during  1944.  Of  the  total  deaths,  120  or  60 . 9T/b  occurred  in. 
persons  aged  65  and  over.

These  six  causes  accounted  for  74.1T/b  of  the  total  deaths.  Compared 
with  the  previous  year  there  has  been  an  increase  of  7  in  the  deaths  due 
to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  whilst  deaths  due  to 
Intr-cranial  vascular  lesions  show  a  considerable  decrease,  only  18  deaths 
being  due  to  these  conditions  during  the  year  as  compared  with  30  in  the 
previous  year.  Cancer,  with  28  deaths,  a  decrease  of  2  on  the  figure  tor 
1943,  now  occupies  second  place  in  order  of  frequency.  Deaths  due  to 
respiratory  diseases  excluding  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  show  a  decrease  of  6 
on  the  total  for  the  previous  year.  Deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis, 
numbered  7,  an  increase  of  one  compared  with  the  year  1943.  The  national 
influenza  epidemic  which  occurred  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  1943, 
(during  which  year  10  deaths  wore  registered  as  due  to  the  disease), 
receded-  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  under  review  when  011I37  one  death 
was  attributed  to  influenza. 


Mat ernal  Deaths  and  Mortality . 

There  was  one  death  during  the  year  directly  connected  with  pregnancy 
and  child  bearing,  as  compared  with  none  for  the  previous  year.  This  one 
death  gives  a  Maternal  Mortality  Rato  of  3.6  per  1,000  live  births* 
Corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  and  the  Urnan  and  Rural  Districts 
of  West  Sussex  are  1.93,  2,0,  and  2,5  respectively. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

After  correction  for  tranf enable  deaths,  there  wore  17  deaths  (8  male 
and  9  female)  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  an  increase  of  7  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATS  is  63.19  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared 
with  35.59  for  the  previous  year,  46  for  England  and  Wales,  and  44  and  45 
for  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  West  Sussex. 

Th6  death  rate  amongst  legitimate  infants  per  1,000  legitimate  live 
births  is  62  as  compared  with  36  for  the  year  1943. 

There  were  two  deaths  of  illegitimate  children  under  one  year  of 
age  as  compared  with  one  for  the  previous  year,  giving  a  death  rate  per 
1,000  illegitimate  live  births  of  71,  the  corresponding  rate  for  1943 
being  32,  A  table  on  page  7  gives  the  causes  of  death  of  children  at 
various  ages  under  one  year.

G-anavan  Sick  Bay Cocking , 

The  Sick  Bay  at  G-anavan,  Cocking,  continued  to  afford  very  useful 
service  both  to  the  ^idhurst  Rural  District  and  adjoining  -Cecal  Authorities 
•which  it  now  serves,  although  the  number  of  admissions  fell  from' 212  in  1943 
to  141  in  1944.  During  the  year  when  accommodation  was  available,  some  40 
local  residents  (14  adults  and  26  children)  were  admitted  for  treatment,  whilst 
others  suffering  from  Scabies  received  out-patient  treatment  at  the  Sick  Bay,

Of  the  total  admissions  10.1  were  official  evacuees  (4  adults  and  97 
children),  40  were  local  residents  (adults  14  and  children  26). 

Of  the  141  patients  admitted,  31  were  suffering  from  scabies,  20  from 
Whooping  Cough,  20  from  Chickenpox  and  16  from  Impetigo.  Measles,  Mumps  and 
Rubella  accounted  for  a  further  23  admissions ;  the  remainder  were  suffering 
from  miscellaneous  minor  ailments.  In  addition  18  patients  received  out¬ 
patient  treatment  for  Scabies.  The  total  number  of  patient  days  during  the 
year  was  3349  as  compared  with  4014  for  the  previous  year,  whilst  the  greatest 
number  of  patients  resident  on  any  one  day  was  18,  The  arrangement  for  the 
attendance  of  local  Medical  Practitioners  has  continued  during  the  year  with 
satisfactory  results,  and  it  is  desired  to  place  on  record  the  untiring  efforts 
of  the  Matron  and  her  Nursing  Staff  whose  services  have  in  no  small  measure 
contributed  to  the  efficient  running  of  the  Sick  Bay  under  varying  and 
sometimes  difficult  conditions. 


Nursing  Homes , 

There  are  in  the  District  six  Nursing  Homes  duly  registered  by  the  West 
Sussex  County  Council  under  Sabtion  187  of  the  Public  Health  net,  1936,  These 
home s ,  all  of  which  are  maintained  by  private  enterprise,  have  a  total 
accommodation  for  42  patients,  the  largest  Institution  having  14  beds,  the 
smallest,  one  bed.  Three  of  the  Nursing  Homes  provide  maternity  beds.

Sanitary  Cl. r^ujastances  of  the  Area, 
Water  Supply . 


The  water  supply  of  the  district  was  reviewed  in  detail  in  the 
report  for  the  previous  year,  and  there  is  littl6  to  add  to  that  contained 
in  that  report.  As,  however,  the  Minister  of  Health  particularly  requests 
information  regarding  water  supply,  some  of  the  information  given  last  year 
is  here  repeated. 


The  principal  sources  of  piped  water  are  the  undertakings  ol  the 
Midhurst  Rural  District  Council,  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company  and  the 
Petersfisld  Rural  District  Council.  These  three  undertakers  provide  a  supply,

at  least,  to  twelve  of  the  twenty -six  parishes  in  this  district,  1951 
total  of  4644  houses  in  the  Rural  District  receiving  a.  supply  from 
other  of  these  sources,  which,  with  few  exceptions,  is  available  within 
the  dwellings.

Midhurst  Rural  District  Counci 1  Water  Undertaking . 


The  principal  sources  of  supply  of  this  undertaking  are  deep  boreholes 
at  Rotherfield,  Additional  sources  are  the  well  at  Knighbfield,  which  is  now 
used  as  a  reserve,  and  springs  at  Henley,  The  parishes  supplied  are  Midhurst, 
Basebourns,  West  Lavington  and  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Bepton,  Cocking  and 
Woolbeding,  some  945  out  of  a  total  of  1357  houses  in  these  parishes  having  a 
piped  supply  from  public  mains.  Both  the  Rotherfield  and  Henley  sources  are 
chlorinated,  and  during  the  year  one  sample  from  each  source  was  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  both  being  reported  upon  as  satisfactory.  The 
supply  is  constant,  satisfactory  in  quality,  and  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  distribution  area. 


The  Council’s  Waterworks  Manager  reports  that  no  major  alterations 
have  been  made  at  the  Waterworks  during  the  year  and  no  extensions  to  existing 
mains  have  been  carried  out. 


The  provision  of  piped  water  supplies  to  all  parts  of  the  Rural  District 
has  received  continued  attention  by  the  appropriate  Committees  of  the  Council 
and  on  the  10th  October  a  Local  Public  Inquiry  was  held  into  the  Council’s 
scheme  for  supplying  Rogate,  Harting,  Terwick^.t. CjAJ^urst  and  Trotton,  with 
possible  extensions  to  the  Parishes  of  Iping/'and ‘listed.  As  a  result  of  the 
Inquiry,  the  Minister  gave  his  consent  for  a  trial  borehole  to  be  sunk  at 
Rogate,  which,  work  is  now  i'n  hanfl. 


Active  consi  aox'ation  has  also  been  giyon  bo  a  cchertie  for  supplying 
piped  water  to  the  eastern  part  of  the  District , namely ,  the  parishes  of 
Tillingto^^^odsworth  and  Lurgashall,  with  possible  extensions  to  East  Lavington, 
Graf f ham/ and  Heyfehott,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  plans  were  ready  for 
submission  to  the  County  Council  for  their  observations  before  being  transmitted 
to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  his  consideration, 

Wey  Valley  Water  Company 


This  Company  has  statutory  water  powers  in  the  parishes  of  Pernhurst , 
Linchmero  and  North  Amber sham,  as  well  as  in  the  extreme  northern  parts  of  the 
parishes  of'Iping,  Stedham  and  Trotton.  At  present  only  the  first  three 
parishes,  together  with  9  houses  in  the  northern  parts  of  Iping  and  Trotton  are 
supplied,  849  houses  out  of  a  total  of  955  in  the  first  three  parishes  now 
receive  a  supply  from  the  Company. 


The  supply  is  chlorinated  and  apart  from  the  village  of  Bernhurst  is 
sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  District*  In  Fernhurst  some  further  trouble 
has  been  experienced  during  the  year  regarding  inadequate  pressure,  and  it  appear; 
that  the  only  remedy  for  this  serious  defect  is  the  provision  of  larger  mains, 
wnich  work  will  ho  undertaken  by  the  Company  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity, 
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During  the  year,  reports  were  received  cn  14  samples  of  water  taken 
from  the  rising  mains  at  the  Company’s  wells  at  -indhead,  from  pumping  stations 
and  the  Tilford  Outlet  Filters.  The  reports  in  each  case  showed  the  samples 
to  bo  of  satisfactory  bacterial  purity.  In  addition,  some  9  samples  were 
submitted  for  chemical  analysis,  the  report  in  each  case  indicating  the 
samples  to  be  satisfactory  for  dietetic  purposes. 

Peter sfield  Rural  District  Council  Water  Undertaking . 

Water  is  supplied  by  this  undertaking  in  the  Durford  Wood,  Rake, 

Hillbrow  and  Langley  districts  of  the  parish  of  Rogato,  144  housGs  being 
supplied.  During  the  year  the  mains  were  extended  to  supply  four  dwellings 
in  the  parish  of  Trot ton. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  and  reports  on  two  samples  taken  during  the 
year  indicated  this  to  be  of  satisfactory  bacterial  purity , 

Other  Supplies. 

In  addition  to  the  three  statutory  water  undertakers,  there  are  in  the 
District  some  38  private  estates  and  landlords  who  supply  piped  water  to  thoir 
tenants  and  others*  The  largest  supplies  piped  water  for  157  houses,  whilst 
the  smallest  supplies  only  2  houses < 

The  sources  of  supply  are  mainly  from  springs,  and  in  nine  cases  the 
owners  have  installed  efficient  plants  for  the  chlorination  of  their  supplies. 
Out  of  4644  houses  in  the  District.,  some  875  or  19fo  have  a  piped  supply  from  one 
or  other  of  the  private  estate  undertakings* 

The  principal  suppiioo  are;- 

(a)  Cow dr ay  Estate. 

(i)  Beaton .  The  water  from  springs  is  pumped  to  a  service  reservoir, 
and  after  chlorination,  furnishes  a  supply  to  37  out  of  the  33  houses  in  the 
parish. 

(ii)  Cocking  and  Heyshott.  The  water  from  springs  is  pumped  to  a  servico 
reservoir,  and  after  chlorination,  supplies  68  houses  out  of  128  in  the  former 
parish  and  64  out  of  119  in  the  latter. 

(iii)  3 a sob our no.  Water  from  springs,  after  chlorination,  gravitates 
through  mains  to  supply  some  157  houses  out  of  409  in  the  parish.  During  the 
year,  owing  to  drought,  this  supply  became  much  depleted  and  resort  had  to  he 
made  to  the  Council1  s  Rotherfj.eld  Supply,  there  bcirg  an  inter- connect  ion 
between  the  mains  of  the  two  undertakings  for  such  a  purpose. 

(b)  Lavington  Park  L state  *  A  spring  is  the  source  of  this  supply,  which, 
after  chlorination  supplies  Fast  Lavington  and  Gruff horn,  there  being  39  out 
of  52  houses  supplied  in  the  former  parish  end  64  out  of  143  in  the  lattor. 

(c)  Graff ham  Western  Water  Supply.  Water  from  springs  is  pumped  to  a  storage 
reservoir  and  after  chlorination  is  supplied  to  32  out  of  143  houses  in  this 
parish. 

(d)  Listed  Manor  Farm  Supply.  Water  from  a  boro  is  pumped  to  a  servico 
reservoir  and  distributed  go  farms  and  houses  in  Fisted,  Darting  and  Trey ford, 

32  out  of  54  houses  being  supplied  in  the  first,  parish  named,  4  in  the  second 
and  3  in  the  last. 


(c)  St edham  W ater  C o.mp ar y .  Water  from  springs  supplies  some  97  houses  out  of 
169  in  this  Parish.,  .liter  adverse  bacteriological  reports  had  been  received 
on  samples  taken  from  this  supply,  the  Company  were  advised  and  a  chlorination 
plant  is  now  being  installed.. 
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(f)  West  Side  Supply,  Ti llinpton,  Water  from  a  well-bore  is  pumped  to  a  service 
reservoir  and  after  chlorination  supplies  32  houses  at  West  Side,  Tillington. 

(g)  Leconfield  Estate  Supply.  Water  from  springs  in  Potworth  Park  supplies 
24  houses  out  of  233  in  the  parish  of  Tillington. 


(h)  Little  Green  Estate  Supply.  Water  from  springs  at  the  foot  of  the  Downs  is 
impounded  and  pumped  to  a  service  reservoir  on  top  of  the  Downs,  from  which  the 
water  gravitates  to  the  parish  of  Compton  on  the  south  side  of  the  Downs  in  the 
Chichester  Rural  District,  and  to  a  less  extent  to  the  Parish  of  Harting.  In 

Harting,  some  24  houses  have  piped  water  laid  on  from  this  source,  while  some 
87  dwellings  are  provided  for  by  means  of  standpipes  fixed  in  various  parts  of 
the  village. 


During  the  year,  routine  sampling  of  14  Private  Estate  supplies  was 
undertaken,  a  total  of  134  samples  being  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory 
for  bacteriological  examination.  The  results  of  these  examinations  show  that 
99  samples  wore  of  satisfactory  bacterial  purity,  15  were  of  a  suspicious  nature, 
whilst  unsatisfactory  reports  wore  received  in  respect  of  20  samples.  These 
Private  Estate  Supplies  continue  to  give  trouble  from  time  to  time  and  it  is 
hoped  that  when  the  Council* s  proposals  for  supplying  the  whole  area  with  piped 
water  materialise,  satisfactory  arrangements  will  bo  made  for  the  transfer  of 
most  of  the  private  estate  undertakings  to  the  0Ouncil,  so  that  they  will  then 
receive  the  necessary  control  and  supervision  demanded  of  Statutory  Undertakers, 

Individual  Private  Supplies. 

During  the  year,  27  samples  were  taken  mainly  from  wells,  and  of  these 
5  were  found  satisfactory,  while  the  remainder  revealed  varying  degrees  of 
bacterial  impurity.  As  previously  stated,  the  only  solution  to  this  problem 
is  the  provision  of  main  supplies  throughout  the  district.  Ibis  matter  is 
now  receiving  the  energetic  attention  of  the  Council,  Trouble  was  caused  in 
various  parts  of  the  district  during  the  summer  months  duG  to  drought,  but  with 
the  valuable  aid  of  the  local  units  of  the  National  Eire  Service,  water  was 
carted  to  various  dwellings  to  tide  the  occupants  over  the  exceptionally  dry 
period  experienced. 

During  the  year,  piped  water  from  public  mains  was  provided  for 
31  additional  houses,  whilst  30  houses  were  connected  to  private  estate  mains. 


Drainage  and  Sew or ago . 


During  the  year,  no  extensions  of  sewers  have  been  laid,  but 
consideration  has  been  given  to  the  future  needs  of  the  district. 

One  of  the  essential  requirements  of  a  habitable  house  is  that  it 
shall  be  properly  drained  and  have  adequate  means  for  the  disposal  of  sewage. 

The  Local  Authority,  under  the  Rural  Wetor  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act, 
1944,  is  now  required  to  provide  a  wholesome  supply  of  water  in  pipes  to  every 
rural  locality  in  their  district  in  which  there  are  houses  or  schools.  This 
provision  will  considerably  alter  the  means  required  for  the  disposal  of  waste 
water.  The  provision  of  piped  water  should  not  merely  make  it  more  convenient 
for  the  housewife  to  obtain  the  limited  amount  of  water  she  now  draws  from  a 
well,  but  should  instead  raise  the  whole  standard  of  living  in  the  villages  by 
making  it  possible  for  baths  and  water  closets  to  be  installed  in  the  cottages. 
The  provision  of  these  amenities  would  probably  increase  the  consumption  of 
water  from  some  2-5  gallons  per  head  per  day  to  somewhere  in  the  region  of 
20  to  25  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

Whilst  the  present  methods  of  disposal  of  waste  water  by  moans  of 
soakaways  or  of  merely  throwing  it  on  the  garden  may  bo  reasonably  adequate  to 
deal  with  the  small  amount  of  waste  water  at  present  produced,  they  would  be 
totally  inadequate  to  moot  the  need  where  piped  water,  baths  and  W.C’s  aro 
provided.  As  expenses  on  sewerage  and.  sewage  disposal  ore  now  a  general  rate 
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charge  on  the  whole  district,  it  is  only  to  bo  expected  that  more  rural 
parishes  of  the  district  will  demand  that  some  form  of  sewage  disposal  should 
he  provided  for  them,  and  that  they  should  not  pay  a  sewerage  rate  solely  for 
the  benefit  of  the  more  urban  areas.  This  does  not  moan  that  long  expensive 
sowers  should  bo  laid  in  the  remote  rural  villages,  but  that  where  necessary 
other  methods  should  bo  used. 

Some  little  time  ago  the  Ministry  of  Health  asked  for  particulars 
of  all  villages  and  hamlets  where  a  sewerage  scheme  was  not  available  in  which 
there  wore  20  houses  within  a  circle  a  quarter  of  a  mile  in  diameter.  'This 
has  been  taken  by  many  as  an  indication  that  the  future  policy  of  the  Ministry 
will  be  to  secure  main  drainage  facilities  for  all  groups  of  20  or  more  houses. 


The  requirements  of  this  district  fall  into  two  heads 

(a)  Main  sewerage  schemes  to  cover  villages  and  large  hamlets. 

(b)  Some  form  of  provision  for  more  or  less  isolated  groups  of  houses. 

With  regard  to  the  main  schemes  required,  that  for  South  Harking  is 
of  prior  importance.  A  scheme  was  prepared  for  this  village  before  the  war 
but  had  to  ho  postponed  on  account  of  the  outbreak  of  hostilities.  ‘The 
scheme  has  now  been  reviewed  and  amended  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  almost  ready  for  submission  to  the  County  Council 
for  their  observations. 

The  drainage  of  Cocking  has  also  received  consideration,  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineers  having  been  asked  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  laying  of  sowers 
and  the  construction  of  a  sewage  disposal

Provision  of  main  drainage  facilities  are  required  in  Tillington, 
Stodham.  and  Hogate,  whilst  a  long  term  programme  must  also  provide  for  the 
future  neads  of  •  G-  raff  ham,  Lodswortli,  Elsted,  Bcpton,  Hey shot t  and  Lurgashall. 

The  actual  planning  of  schemes  is  an  engineering  problem.  It  may 
well  be  that  some  of  these  smaller  schemes  could  bo  incorporated  with  one  or 
other  of  the  larger  ones,  or  combined  so  that  one  scheme  would  cover  two  or 
more  villages. 

The  more  difficult  problem  is  the  provision  of  facilities  for  small 
isolated  groups  of  cottages.  In  the  past  it  has  been  customary  to  roly  on 
cesspools  or  soakaways.  It  is,  however,  now  generally  agreed  that  where  a 
supply  of  water  from  a  public  main  is  laid  on  to  a  house,  the  foul  drainage 
from  sink,  water  closet  and  bath  cannot  be  disposed  of  satisfactorily  by 
discharge  to  a  cesspool.  Treatment  by  storage  in  a  cesspool  is  unsuitable 
where  the  daily  flow  may  bo  15  to  20  gallons  per  head  or  more.  As  an 
altcr^eEive  to  cesspool  drainage,  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  handbook  suggests 
treatment  by  settlement  followed  by  filtration  and  the  distribution  of  the 
filtrate  over  the  surface  of  the  land.  This  method  cannot  be  applied  in 
every  instance,  much  depending  on  the  contour  of  the  land  and  tlio  nature  of 
tiie  sub-soil,  but  where,  it  can  be  applied  it  should  be  used  in  preference  to 
cesspool  drainage.  Particulars  are  given  ill  the  Ministry’s  hr.rvUbnok  of  the 
type  of  works  required  to  deal  w’ 
two  isolated  cottages  to  a  group  of  20.

It  is  not  necessarily  suggested  that  the  Council  should  provide  these 
small  works  for  privately  owned  properties,  hut  it  is  recommended  that  schemes 
should  be  provided  for  groups  of  Council  Cottages,  and  where  practicable  sewage 
from  adjacent  privately  owned  houses  be  treated  in  the  same  works.  In  justice 
to  the  rural  rate-payers  without  main  sewerage  schemes,  the  Local  Authority 
should  undertake  the  maintenance  of  privately  owned  sewage  disposal  plants  and 
provide  a  free  cesspool  emptying  service  in  all  parishes*  It  might  be  said 
that  these  small  private  plants  are  no  concern  of  the  Local  Authority,  but  it 
is  surely  illogical  to  provide  an  emptying  or  maintenance  service  for  a 
thoroughly  bad  system  of  sewage  disposal,  namely  cesspools,  and  yot  do  nothing 
for  owners  who  provide  a  much  more  efficient  and  hygenic  form  of  sewage  disposal 
plant .

A  free  cesspool  emptying  service  is  provided  for  the  parish  of  Harting, 
and  for  the  unsewersd  areas  of  the  parishes  of  Fernhurst  and  Lincbmere,  The 
work  is  carried  out  by  a  Contractor  employed  by  the  Council.  In  other  parishes 
owners  and  occupiers  of  promises  drained  to  cesspools  have  to  rely  on  private 
contractors  whose  plant  is  sometimes  not  suitable  for  the  work.  Complaints 


arc  also  received  from  time  to  time  of  the  high  cost  of  emptying.  As 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  is  now  a  charge  on  the  whole  district  and  not,  as 
previously,  a  parish  charge,  it  appears  desirable  that  consideration  should  be 
given  to  the  proposal  that  the  Council  should  purchase  a  vacuum  tank  cesspool 
emptier  and  provide  a  free  quarterly  emptying  service  in  all  unsewered  parts 


of  the  district.  Only  in  this  way  can  proper  return  b

in  unsewered  areas  who  now  have  to  pay  a  sewerage  charge  but  do  not  get  the 
use  of  any  sowers. 


3 .  Pail  Closet  Bmptyi ng  Service . 

A  free  pail  closet  emptying  service  is  provided  for  properties  which 
cannot  be  connected  to  the  public  sewer  in  the  parishes  of  Fernhurst  and 
Linchmcro,  end  also  for  the  whole  of  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  parish  of 
Harting,  provided  with  pail  closets.  The  work  is  carried  out  by  a  Contractor 
employed  by  the  Council,  and  night  soil  is  collected  twice  weekly.

Section  IV. 


HOUSING 


Although  owing  to  shortage  of  labour  and  materials  it  has  not  been 
possible  for  much  actual  building  work  to  be  carried  out.  during  the  year, 
considerable  attention,  both  nationally  and  locally  has  been  given  to  the 
problem  of  post-war  housing  needs. 

During  the  year  several  important  reports  have  been  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  other  bodies*  In  particular,  one  should  refer  to  reports 
of  the  Sub-Committees  of  the  Central  Housing  Advisory  Committee  which  deal  with 
"Rural  Housing",  and  the  "Design  of  Dwellings",  and  to  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
"Housing  Manual,  1944." 

The  report  on  "Rural  Housing"  points  out  that  it  is  imperative  that 
the  frequent  inferiority  of  rural,  and  particularly  agricultural  housing  should 
not  be  allowed  to  persist  after  the  war,  and  recommends  means  for  remedying 
the  shortcomings  and  defects  in  housing  administration  in  order  to  bring  all 
rural  housing  up  to  proper  standards  within  a  reasonable  period  of  years.  In 
the  main,  the  recommendations  are,  the  setting  up  of  Joint  County  Committees 
whoso  function  .will  be  to  advise  on  and  co-ordinate  housing  activities  within 
the  County,  and  the  carrying  out  of  a  comprehensive  survey  <of  housing  conditions 
throughout  all  rural  areas.  -  v  ./ 

In  this  county,  a  Joint  County .  Committee  was  established  in  September 
and  this  was  followed  by  the  appointment  of  various  Technical  Sub -Committees 
to  study  and  report,  on  various  -asp-ects  of  the  housing  problem. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  these  Sub-Committees  were  actively 
preparing  their  various  reports. 


With  regard  to  the  second  recommendation,  there  are  in  this  district 
some  4,644  houses  of  which  3,163  can  be  regarded  as  working-class  dwellings. 
!From  his  knowledge  of  the  di strict,  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  has  completed 
the  following  approximate  estimate  of  the  condition  of  the  working-class  houses 
in  the  district:-  *  '

It  should  be  realised  that  this  is  only  a  provisional  estimate  and 
will  no  doubt  require  amendment  when  the  inspections  are  completed  and  the 
final  recommendations  of  the  Joint  County  Committee  on  Standards  of  fitness 
are  finally  decided. 

^wing  to  pressure  of  routine  duties  it  was  not  possible  for  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  devote  much  time  to  the  Housing  Survey  during  the  year, 
but  good  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  1945,  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
some  700  houses  have  boon  inspected.  With  the  return  of  the  Assistant  Sanitary 
Inspector  from  H.M. Forces,  it  is  hoped  to  complete  the  survey  of  the  district 
in  about  18  months. 


The  comprehensive  survey,  when  completed,  will  for  the  first  time  give 
a  complete  picture  of  rural  housing  conditions,  and  will  indicate  what  is  needed 
both  by  way  of  new  building  and  reconstruction  to  bring  the  houses  of  the  rural 
workers  up  to  a  reasonable  standard.  It  should  form  the  basis  of  a  long  term 
policy  of  re-housing  and  improvement.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Qrdor,  1926,  and  Milk  (Special  Designations) 

Regulations,  1956  -  1942 , 

Apart  from  the  passing  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act, 
1944,  there  is  little  change  to  report  regarding  matters  dealt  with  in  this 
section.  I'he  new  Act,  however,  when  it  becomes  operative,  will  cause  extensive 
changes,  Ajfber  the  appointed  day,  which  has  not  yet  boon  fixed,  the 
responsibility  for  the  supervision  of  milk,  production  and  the  issuo  of  licences 
under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations  will  pass  from  the  Local 
Sanitary  Authorities  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  thus  reducing  considerably 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities. 


At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  156  farms  were  duly  registered  and 
producing  milk  for  sale  far  human  consumption. 

Of  .the  156  registered  premises,  94  were  licensed  for  tho  Production 
of  Designated  milk  (Tuberculin  Tested  18  and  Accredited  76). 

During  the  year,  6  new  registrations  were  grantocl,  and  7  farms  ceased 
to  produce  milk.  Seven  additional  producers  received  licences  from  the  County 
Council  to  produce  designated  milk.

Dairies  and  Cowsheds . 


Inspections  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  have  continued  throughout  the 
year,  and  it  may  bo  said  that  notwithstanding  the  difficulties  which  producers 
are  experiencing  in  obtaining  suitable  labour,  the  prescribed  standards  of 
cleanliness  are  being  well  maintained.  This  opinion  is  confirmed  by  results 
of  .milk  sampling  arrived  at  during  the  year.  In  all,  90  samples  of 
undesignated  milk  were  submitted  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  for 
examination  for  cleanliness  by  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.  The  reports  on  these 
samples  showed  that  84,  or  9 3$  reached  the  standard  laid  down  as  satisfactory 
for  accredited  milk. 


In  spite  of  the  difficulties  of  war-time  conditions,  nine  premises 
have  been  re-conditioned,  and  one  unsatisfactory  cowshed  and  dairy  replaced  by 
new  premises.

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  Orders  and  Regulations 
during  the  year. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods . 

No  regular  slaughtering  of  animals  has  been  carried  out  .at  any  of  the 
Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district,  all  of  which  have  romainod  closed  by  virtue 
of  the  Livestock  (Restriction  of  Slaughtering)  Order,  1940.  All  meat  for  sale 
in  the  district  continued  to  be  slaughtered  elsewhere,  supplies  for  consumption 

being  delivered  from  Chichester  and  Worthing  to  a  central  depot  at  Midhurst  for 

distribution  to  retail  butchers. 

During  the  year,  throe  calves  and  seven  pigs  slaughtered,  either  for  part 
sale  to  butchers  or  slaughtered  as  a  ro-sult  of  an  emergency  were  examined.  With 
the  exception  of  one  pig  which  was  found  to  be  dropsical,  the  remaining  carcases 
wore  found  to  bo  fit  for  human  consumption.

Smallpox 

No  cases  of  Smallpox  were  notified  in  the  district  during  the  year, 
and  no  known  contacts  of  actual  cases  were  reported  to  have  entered  the  district. 

Diphtheria 


Two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during-  the  year  as  compared 
with  three  in  1943,  Both  were  non-civilian  males.  One  was  admitted  to  a 
Service  Hospital  outside  this  district  and  nothing  is  known  of  his  subsequent 
history.  The  other  patient,  who  was  aged  20' years,  was  taken  ill  whilst  on 
leave  in  the  parish  of  Midhurst.  The  disease  was  of  moderate  severity  with 
membrane  on  both  tonsils  and  moderate  adenitis.  The  patient  was  admitted  to 
the  Chichester  Isolation  Hospital  where  he  made  a  good  recovery.

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  immunisation 
campaign.  As  in  urevious  years  the  inoculations  were  given  by  Medical  Officers 
of  the  County  Health  Department. 

Publicity  campaigns  were  conducted  during  the  spring  by  means  of 
display  posters,  press  advertisements,  etc. 

During  the  year,  52  children  of  school  ago,  and  206  children  under  5 
years  of  age  received  a  complete  course  of  injections,  ^n  addition,  a  number 
of  children  who  had  been  inoculated  more  than  4  years  ago  recoivod  ’’follow-up'1 
injections.  At  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  estimated  that  87 . 5$  of  the  children 
in  the  district  aged  5  -  15  years,  and  53.5^  of  the  children  aged  1  to  5  years 
had  received  a  complete  course  of  injections. 
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Scarlet  Fever 

During  the  year  15  cases  of  this  disease  (including  one  non- civilian) , 
■were  notified  as  compared  with  20  for  the  year  1943.  Or  the  .13  cases,  7  were 
removed  to  hospital  where  the  average  stay  was  28  days.  A  further  patient .  | 

was  admitted  to  hospital  as  a  suspected  case  but  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmee. 

The  casGs  were  all  mild  in  character  and  all  the  patients  mads  good 
recover ios.

A  total  of  22  cases  of  Scabies  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  during  the  year  as  compared  with  45  cases  during  1943.

Re- infect  ion  occurred  in  one  instance 
involving  two  children.  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  women  and  children 
are  available  at  G-anavan  Auxiliary  Hospital,  Cocking,  whilst  adult  males  are 
treated  at  St  .Richard's  Hospital,  Chichester. 

During  the  year,  18  infected  persons  received  treatment  at  G-anavan 
Auxiliary  Hospital,  and  4  male  persons  received  out-patient  treatment  at 
St  .Richard's  Hospital,  Chichester. 

No  formal  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  under  the  Scabies 

Order,  1941. 


Tuberculosis 

During  the  year,  17  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  added  to  the 
Notification  Register  as  compared  with  18  in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  17  new 
cases,  14  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  3  from 
non-Pulmonary  types  of  this  disease.  Included  in  the  total  of  new  cases  added 
to  the  Register,  are  3  cases  brought  to  notice  otherwise  than  by  formal 
notification,  being  temporary  transfers  from  other  Sanitary  Districts  where 
they  had  previously  been  notified, 

A  total  of  4  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  recorded  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  5  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  3  deaths  from  other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis,  an  increase  of  two  compared  with  1943.  five  persons 
died  from  Tuberculosis  who  had  not  been  notified  in  the  district  during  life, 
throe  occurring  at  Institutions  situate  outside  the  district,  and  two  at  a 
voluntary  Sanatorium  within  the  district.  The  death  of  one  non-notified 
person  would,  but  for  the  war,  have  been  transferred  to  the  area  of  normal 
residence. 


The  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  death  rate  was  0.24  per  1,000  population, 
whilst  the  rate  for  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  was  0.43.  Corresponding  rates 
for  the  year  1943  were  0.30  and  0,35  respectively.
